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Town still looking for rink, may lose ice time at Ristuccia

WILMINGTON — This 
month, the Wilmington 
Ice Rink and Recreation- 
al Facilities Committee 
met to further their 
search to providing a 
public ice rink for the 
Town of Wilmington. 

Although the committee 
has been researching a 
long-term solution for a 
much needed ice facility 


for the town, the clock is 
now ticking for a resolu- 
tion. 

Currently, the Wilming- 
ton Youth Hockey and the 
Wilmington High School 
Hockey programs use the 
Ristuccia Rink, owned by 
Richard Gallant, but both 
programs have been in- 
formed that rink time ac- 
cessibility would be dim- 
inishing over the next two 
years. 

According to Wilming- 


ton Ice Rink Committee 
Chairperson and WHS 
assistant hockey coach, 
Mark DiGiovanni, the 
high school program’s 
rink time would not be 
immediately affected, but 
the Wilmington Youth 
Hockey program will feel 
the impact sooner rather 
than later. 

Currently, Wilmington 
Youth Hockey has been 
in discussion with Gal- 
lant, and he has been co-

District staff updates 
School Committee on 
handbook trainings

WILMINGTON — New 
language is to be added to 
the Wilmington High School 
and Middle School hand- 
books to further elaborate 
on appropriate cell phone 
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usage. According to MA 
state law, School Commit- 
tees must approve high 
school handbooks. 

According to Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Glenn 
Brand, “sometime back in 
the fall,” school adminis- 
trators discussed an “over- 
sight” in the handbook 
that did not specify limita- 
tions of phone use in 
changing rooms, dressing 
rooms, and bathrooms. A 
draft proposal to amend 
the language has been 
developed. 

“(The draft proposal) 
would seek to go into ef- 
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a, 


arm and call from staff 
at the Woburn Street 
School stating that there 
was a smoke condition in 
the building. 

The staff at the school 
immediately evacuated 
the students from the 
building. First respond- 
ing fire and police crews 
arrived within three min- 
utes of the initial alarm 
and reported smoke from 
the chimney.

Gallant is also the own- 
er of the Islander Hockey 
program. Recently, the 
Islanders have lost rink 
time at another facility, 
and now may need to use 
Ristuccia Rink to fill that 
void,

dent George Hooper and 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Glenn Brand were on 
scene within seven min- 
utes to assess the welfare 
of the students, staff and 
condition of the building. 

The cause of the smoke 
was determined to be a 
faulty fan on one of the 
boilers.

The committee has been 
exploring the best avenue 
for the town to take to 
solve the ice rink prob- 
lem. They have consid- 
ered finding another ex- 
isting rink, partnering 
with other towns or pro- 
grams, or building the 
town's own rink, either by 
themselves or partnering 
with a private developer.

WILMINGTON — At a 
meeting on Jan. 22, Su- 
perintendent of Schools Dr. 
Glenn Brand brought a 
preliminary version of the 
2020-2021 school year cal- 
endar before the School 
Committee for feedback. 

Brand noted that the pro- 
posed plan had many simi- 
larities to the schedule cur- 
rently in place. There are 
180 school days for students 
in elementary through high 
school, and 182 working 
days for staff. Schools are 
scheduled to open Sept. 1 
for grades 1-12, and Sept. 8 
for pre-K and kindergarten. 
Sept. 1 is scheduled to be a 
half day, like in this year’s 
schedule, for staff to collab- 
orate and work on student 
education plans, 504 plans, 
and other such measures. 

Also, like this year, the 
day before Thanksgiving is 
scheduled to be a non- 
school day. 

“T can truly say to this 
point that this is an aspect 
of the calendar that I ex- 
pected to have quite a bit of 
feedback, either one way 
or the other, and I really 
can say that I have not,” 
said Brand, noting that 
there had been mixed opin- 
ions among the Super- 
intendent’s advisory group. 

A new feature of the pro- 
posed 2020-2021 schedule is 
the addition of four half 
days, all scheduled for Wed- 
nesdays, throughout the 
school year. This would 
bring the total number of

Rep. Robertson, House 
pass ‘Nicky’s Law’ 
requiring registration 
of abusers of disabled 


BOSTON — Joining in 
an unaminous vote, Rep- 
resentative David Rob- 
ertson voted to send 
“Nicky's Law” forward in 
a step towards protecting 
vulnerable §Massachu- 
setts residents. Previous- 
ly, caretakers tasked with 
working with individuals 
needing care due to phys- 
ical or mental hurdles 
could be charged with 
crimes if they abused 
clients, yet staffing agen- 
cies for employers were 
often left unaware of pre- 
vious transgressions and 
were at risk hiring ab- 
users previously caught 
and fired. 

Now under the law, with 
stiff enforcement against 
both abusers and employ- 
ers of abusers who fail to 
register as well as one 
central list, it is easy to 
track and maintain the 
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identities of those con- 
victed so they will be sep- 
arated from vulnerable 
populations. 

“This legislation is com- 
mon-sense, and while 
tragic to think that such 
evil people would even 
exist, I am extremely 
pleased to see the state 
step in to help stop this 
abuse,” said Rep. Robert- 
son upon the passing of 
the bill. “The testimony 
that was told was heart- 
breaking. You had indi- 
viduals who were inca- 
pable of talking perhaps, 
but completely aware of 
their abuse. I am pleased 
that the state has a way 
to ensure that those who 
abuse these folks already 
burdened with a physical 
or mental ehallenge are 
safe from the absolute 
monsters who prey on 
them.” 

In addition to creating 
the registry the proposal 
also included funding to 
establish the system, 
assist in notifying em- 
ployers of its implemen- 
tation, and publication of 
materials to make aware 
of its existence. It is ex- 
pected the registry will 
be operational in several 
months, and registration 
of abusers to begin short- 
ly thereafter.

Interest paid on most home equity loans is not

For example, interest on a home equity loan used to 
build an addition to an existing home is typically 
deductible, while interest on the same loan used to pay 
personal living expenses, such as credit card debts, is not. 

As under prior law, the loan must be secured by the 
taxpayer’s main home or second home (known as a 
qualified residence), not exceed the cost of the home and

Beware the grandchild 
in jail scam

WINCHESTER — Is 
your grandchild in jail? 
He or she probably isn’t, 
but that won’t stop scam- 
mers from trying to con- 
vince you otherwise and 
take your money. 

According to Winches- 
ter police, there’s a new/ 
old seam going around 
that’s hit various commu- 


nities in Massachusetts 


targeting the elderly 
(mainly those 65-70 and 
older). The scammer will 
search online databases 
for the names and ages of 
various senior residents, 
then using that informa- 
tion, plus additional infor- 
mation such as the names 
of any grandchildren old 
enough to potentially be 
in college or away from 
home, call and state the 
grandchild is in jail. 

To make the scam even 
more legitimate, the 
scammer usually puts on 
the phone another per- 
son who will pretend to 
be the grandchild’s attor- 
ney and he or she will 
ask the grandparent for 
money, usually in the 
thousands of dollars. In 
fact, the scammer will 
even send a currier to

the grandparents’ house 
to collect the money. 

Sometimes, however, 
the scammer will ask 
the grandparent to wire 
the money or to pur- 
chase gift cards and 
read off the account 
numbers. Plus, to make 
it even more convincing, 
sometimes scammers 
will have someone pre- 
tend to be the grandchild 
and ask for help. 

While. the seam» has 
happened in nearby com- 
munities, it hasn’t specif- 
ically reached this area 
yet (though one scam 
did reportedly occur in 
Tewksbury). Hither way, 
senior residents should 
be on alert that if some- 
one calls stating a grand- 
child is in jail, it’s most 
likely a scam and they 
shouldn’t send anyone 
any money or buy any 
gift cards. 

Residents should alert 
their local police depart- 
ment if they think they 
or a relative have been 
the victim of such a 
scam. Unfortunately, it 
can be underreported 
due to the fact many sen- 
iors are too scared to tell 
anyone, even police. They 
only want their grand- 
child home safe,

Sylvia Dorothy Neilson 
was born near Silver Lake 
in Wilmington on Oct. 23, 
1912. 

Her parents were both 
immigrants. Her father 
was Danish, her mother 
Swedish. Peter Neilson was 
a stone mason and con- 
tractor, and was the first 
immigrant to hold public 
office in Wilmington, serv- 
ing on the Wilmington 
School Committee and the 
Board of Library Trustees. 
Her mother ran a Swedish 
gift shop in her living 
room, and served as corre- 
spondent for Svea, a Swe- 
dish American newspaper. 

Her brother was Capt. 
Larz Neilson, who found- 
ed the Town Crier in 1955. 

Before she reached her 
teens, Sylvia was deliver- 
ing milk in a pony cart 
around Silver Lake. For- 
mer Speaker of the House 
“Tip” O’Neill wrote that 
he remembered her in 
that role. She also ran the 
newspaper delivery busi- 
ness at Tattersal’s news 
stand during the winter, 
when the store was closed. 

She graduated from Bos- 
ton University in the dar- 
kest days of the Depres- 
sion, and was fortunate to 
land a teaching job at 
Wilmington High School.

The pay was $600 a year. 
Her father had no work, 
and her pay went to sup- 
porting the family. 

Pearl Harbor changed 
the lives of most Ameri- 
cans. The Women’s Auxil- 
iary Army Corps was es- 
tablished in May 1942, and 
Sylvia volunteered for ser- 
vice. She served as a 
teacher throughout the 
war, enabling officers to 
communicate orders ef- 
fectively. Her sister Ber- 
nice became an Army 
nurse and served in the 
South Pacific. 

After the war, she went 
to Sweden and Denmark 
to study languages. She 
attended the universities 
of Stockholm and Copen- 
hagen, on the G.I. Bill. 
She was able to introduce 
herself to cousins during 
this period and became 
the link between the Am- 


erican Neilsons and their 
Danish cousins. 

Sylvia was called back 
into the WACs in 1951 dur- 
ing the Korean War. After 
teaching at Fort Lee, Vir- 
ginia, she put in for com- 
pany duty. She soon be- 
came Capt. Sylvia Neilson 
with 120 women at her 
command. 

Her family was quite 
proud, and her father ar- 
ranged for her to speak at 
the Wilmington Rotary 
Club in June 1953. Her 
remarks there give a good 
contrast to the role of wo- 
men in the armed servic- 
es today. At the time, a 
woman’s role was to per- 
form tasks that would free 
men for service at the 
front. 

“If you don’t believe wo- 
men are useful in the Ar- 
my, you should have my 
job,” she said. “Every day,

I get phone calls from this 
officer or that office, wan- 
ting to know if I can’t as- 
sign a WAC to some par- 
ticular duty. It would 
seem that they think we 
have them stacked up on 
shelves the way a supply 
sergeant would have ma- 
terials stacked.” 

Two years later, she was 
transferred to Germany 
and promoted to major. 

In 1957, she returned to 
Wilmington, with an or- 
ange Volkswagen, one of 
the first VWs in this coun- 
try. She briefly went to 
work on the Town Crier. 

Before long, though, she 
packed up and moved to 
Florida, taking her moth- 
er with her. She secured a 
teaching job in Plant City 
and bought a home there. 

For several years, she 
wrote short humorous po- 
ems for the Town Crier, 
published under the name 
of Susie’s Sonnets. They 
usually were based more 
on world affairs, rather 
than local events. For ex- 
ample, 50 years ago, there 
had been quite a bit of ra- 
cial agitation in Mississip- 
pi. Then, along came the 
Cuban missile crisis. She 
wrote: 


Changed Headlines 
Well, at least the Cuban 
Flap 
Took Mississippi off the 
Map. 


Difficult Situation

By a bunch of yeggs;

She taught at Plant City 
for 15 years. She once 
heard a teenager telling a 
friend, “She used to be an 
Army sergeant!” As a ma- 
jor, she had been well 
above the rank of sergeant. 
But the boys were so intim- 
idated at the thought of her 
being a sergeant, she was- 
n't about to correct them. 

After retirement, she 
wrote a family history, 
traveling to Denmark and 
Minnesota to research the 
book. It was published in 
1977. There is a copy of it 
in the Wilmington Memo- 
rial Library. 

She died on her 87th 
birthday, Oct. 23, 1999.

To the editor, 

Due to written notifica- 
tion — dated Nov. 26, 2019 
from the Massachusetts 
State Department of the 
DAV to “cease all bar 
lounge operations immedi- 
ately and indefinitely” at 
the Tewksbury DAV Chap- 
ter 110, the premises was 
closed and all trading 
ceased immediately. 

This was a very abrupt 
and unprecedented clo- 
sure at the behest of the 
directive of the State DAV. 

The letter clearly stated, 
“no further income, rev- 
enues or donations will be 
brought in to meet the 
payment of bills until the 
next scheduled audit of 
Dec. 4, 2019.” 

The abrupt decision led 
to immediate layoffs of 
staff — one of whom had 
been employed there in 
excess of 20 years. The tim- 
ing of this decision, just 
prior to the Christmas per- 
iod, resulted in severe fi- 
nancial hardship to our 
only fulltime employee and 
part-time bartenders. 

In response to said news- 
paper article, we wish to 
refute the following print- 
ed statements: 

The statement pertaining 
to an “Unannounced Au- 
dit” is totally false. We were 
informed via email from 
the State DAV Commander 
on Nov. 26, 2019 to “cease 
all bar/ lounge operations 
immediately and _ indefi- 
nitely.” 

It stated we may no lon- 
ger pay bills, order inven- 
tory or expand any further 
funds until they audit us 
on Dec. 4, 2019. We were 
notified to produce numer- 
ous documents listed be- 
low for their sceduled au- 
dit — none of which were 
ever looked at by the State 
DAV Commander or audi- 
tors. 

¢ Monthly profits & loss 
statements, yearly payroll, 
invoices, and bank state- 
ments just to name a few 
and monthly chapter meet- 
ing minutes 

e Permission slips for the 
following: 

e Permission to operate 
a bar lounge 

e Permission to have an 
ATM service in the bar 
lounge 

¢ Permission to have 
weekly meat raffles 

Monthly meetings are 
held on every third Sat- 
urday of the month, with 
the exception of the months 
of June, July and August

where a quorum has never 
been met. No meeting is 
held in the month of De- 
cember due to the proximi- 
ty to Christmas. 

All revenue from the 
above items annotated on 
our yearly Annual Reports 
which were sent to both 
the State and National 
DAV. The State DAV asses- 
ses us five percent on all 
funds, to include our gross 
bar lounge sales. 

Referencing the statement 
“that there were no veter- 
ans patronizing the DAV 110 
Chapter or working in the 
bar/lounge” this is due to 
when the audit occurred on 
Dec. 4, 2019, the premises 
were closed and only the 
Executive Board (all dis- 
abled veterans) were pres- 
ent at the time. 

On a regular day of oper- 
ations, veterans and guests 
were allowed to enter the 
premises — whether they 
were DAV chapter mem- 
bers, American Legion 
members, VFW members 
or any military veteran. 
The bar manager is a DAV 
chapter member; the bar- 
tenders were either veter- 
ans or DAV members. 

Referencing “no” sign in 
sheets: we have maintain- 
ed and saved all “sign in” 
sheets dating back for ap- 
proximately 6 to 7 years. 
Every person who entered 
the bar/lounge was requir- 
ed to sign in, which they 
did. 

Referencing a “place to 
go for cheap beers”: the 
other area veteran’s/pri- 
vate clubs — VF'W, Knights 
of Columbus and the Tewks- 
bury/Wilmington Elks — 
all sell beer and alcohol at 
a cheaper rate. 

Referencing “no veteran 
services”: we have three 
Chapter Service Officers 
who have helped numerous 
veterans each year with 
their VA disability claims 
who have called and/or 
come into the DAV Chapter 
110 with their claims. 

Referencing being “delin- 
quent with our meals tax 
and the Town of Tewks- 
bury taxes”: at this time, 
we are behind in our pay- 
ments on our “meals tax.” 
At no time have we been 
“delinquent” in paying our 
Town of Tewksbury ac- 
counts since 2014 when the 
new officers took over the 
management following the 
firing of the previous bar 
manager, for embezzling 
funds.

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U.S. each year will die 
from cervical cancer, and 
many more - like me - 
have survived the disease,” 
said Weissman. “Fortu- 
nately, cervical cancer is 
often preventable, and we 
know how to bring this 
number down. By declar- 
ing January as Cervical 
Cancer Awareness Month 
in Massachusetts, we can 
arm women with the 
awareness they need to 
dramatically decrease the 
number of people impact- 
ed by it.” 

According to the National 
Institute of Health (NIH), 
the five-year survival rate 
of women diagnosed with 
cervical cancer is close to 
75 percent in certain popu- 
lations, due to improved 
treatment, early diagno- 
sis, and vaccinations. How- 


_ ever, cervical cancer inci- 


dence rates and death 
rates are still high among 
certain populations in the 
United States and across 


the globe, largely due to 
limited access to cervical 
cancer screening and vac- 
cinations. 

According to Cervivor, an 
organization dedicated to 
informing and empower- 
ing women and their fami- 
lies about cervical cancer, 
approximately 275,000 wo- 
men die from the disease 
worldwide each year. The 
majority of these deaths 
occur in developing coun- 
tries. 

Almost all cervical can- 
cers are caused by the hu- 
man papillomavirus (HPV) 
and through vaccination 
people can help prevent 
countless women from de- 
veloping the disease. The 
HPV vaccine is proven to 
be effective against types 
of HPV that cause 90 per- 
cent of cervical cancers, 
and the results from a sim- 
ple Pap test and HPV co- 
test can be used to help 
prevent cervical cancer or 
detect cervical cancer in 
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its earliest and most cur- 
able stages. 

“No woman has to die 
from cervical cancer here 
in Massachusetts, or any- 
where,” said Weissman. 
“With focused resources 
and increased awareness, 
we could eliminate death 
from cervical cancer 
worldwide.” 

“TJ thank Gov. Baker for 
his commitment to raising 
awareness of this disease. 
Simply put: death from 
cervical cancer is prevent- 
able with vaccination, 
screening, and treatment. 
As a survivor, I urge wo- 
men in Massachusetts to 
get the necessary health 
screenings, educate them- 
selves about the safety and 
effectiveness of the HPV 
vaccination for their chil- 
dren, and consider joining 
the initiative to help end 
this disease at the global 
level,” continued Weiss- 
man.

In certain parts of Eur- 
ope, it was believed that a 


sunny Candlemas would” 


mean 40 more days of win- 
ter weather. 

Germans had their own 
take on the legend, believ- 
ing that the day was offi- 
cially sunny only if badg- 
ers and other small ani- 
mals could see their shad- 
ow. 

When German immi- 
grants settled in Pennsy]- 
vania in the 18th and 19th 
centuries, they continued 
this custom in America, 
choosing the native 


groundhog to predict the 
coming of spring. 

The first official Ground- 
hog Day celebration was 
on Feb. 2, 1887 in Punx- 
sutawney, PA.

the purpose of the ice 
rink.

DuCharme: ‘it’s all about us’

WILMINGTON - In their 
last game prior to Friday 
night's matchup with 
Wakefield, the Wilmington 
High Girls Basketball 
team had gotten off to an 
extremely slow start, 
falling into an early 10-0 
deficit against Burlington 
last Tuesday night. And 
while the Wildcats had 
come back to win that 
game, Wildcats junior 
center Kylie DuCharme 
wasn't going to take any 
chances this time around, 
as she and her teammates 
set their minds to getting 
off to a much better start 
on Friday night. 

DuCharme then went out 
and did just that, helping 
the Wildcats jump out to 
leads of 8-0 and 14-2 before 
leading 14-7 at the end of 
the first quarter. 
DuCharme scored eight of 
the 14 points for the 
Wilmington, while Jenna 
Tavanese had the other 
six, and the Wildcats were 
off and running on their 
way to a 52-36 victory for 
their seventh consecutive 
win. 

"We wanted to get off to 
a fast start, especially 
after our last game, and 
also after the way we 
played the last time we 
played Wakefield,"

DuCharme said. "We 
knew we could play much 
better than that." 

As DuCharme said, in 
addition to wanting to 
improve on their start 
from the Burlington 
game, they also wanted to 
erase the memory of their 


first game against 
Wakefield back in 
December, when the 


Wildcats suffered a 47-35 
loss to the Warriors. 

“We definitely wanted to 
come in here and show 
them that we are not who 
they think we are and that 
we are better than we 
were than the first time 
we played them," 
DuCharme said. "We 
wanted to show them 
what we were about.” 

DuCharme most certain- 
ly did just that, scoring a 
game high 21 points, while 
also grabbing 20 
rebounds. It was just the 
latest in what has been in 
incredible season for the 
junior, who is averaging 
17.2 points and 16.7 
rebounds per game. 

In fact, as poorly as the 
Wildcats played in their 
first game with Wakefield, 
DuCharme still had a big 
night, with 17 points and 
21 rebounds. Wakefield 
was certainly geared up to 
stop her, and fellow star 
Tavanese (who had 17 
points on Friday night) 


time around. The problem 
is, even the best plans 
can't hold back 
DuCharme on _ most 
nights. 

“They played defense 
with a_ triangle-and-two 
where their goal was to 
make someone besides 
Kylie or Jenna beat them, 
and that didn’t really slow 
either one of them down,” 
Wilmington coach Jessica 
Robinson said. “They 
were still able to produce 
the way they would on a 
normal night.” 

DuCharme's production 
doesn't happen by acci- 
dent. Sure, she has plenty 
of natural ability, and she 
has been blessed with 
some good size at 6'1, but 
according to Robinson 
that is not what makes 
her the dominant player 
she has become. 

“Kylie is a very special 
player and she is one of 
the best kids I have ever 
coached, and that says a 
lot about her," Robinson 
said. "She is not someone 
who lets her great skill go 
to her head. She is our 
hardest worker every day 
in practice and she chal- 
lenges her teammates day 
in and day out in practice. 

"She doesn’t have a 
letup, and you can’t coach 
that. As a coach, you are 
eternally grateful for a 
kid like that. When your 
best player is also hardest 
worker, you are in a good 
spot.” 

DuCharme laughed 
when asked about setting 
an example as the team's 
"best player." It is clear 
she doesn't like putting 
herself in a different cate- 
gory than her teammates. 
But she does acknowledge 
that she hopes her posi- 
tive attitude rubs off on 
her teammates. 

"] kind of just want to 
keep everybody’s attitude 
and. energy up and let 
everybody know that 
there is no ‘I’ in this. It is 
all of us, and we are going 
to fight for each other and 
win for each _ other," 
DuCharme said. “One of 
our biggest goals is just to 
keep things positive and 
keep playing for each 
other and just hope that 
all goes well. We just want 
to keep it going.” 

The Wildcats have cer- 
tainly kept things going 
very well since their 
rocky 0-3 start, winning 
seven straight since then, 
and seemingly looking 
better every game. 
DuCharme says that the 
commitment the players 
have to each other is the 
biggest reason for the 
turnaround, citing their 
win over Stoneham for 
their first win of the sea- 
son as the turning point. 

“It was the Stoneham 
game. That game was a 
turning point for me, and 
I think for the whole 
team, because I think all 
of us as a team stepped it 
up and started playing 
together," DuCharme 
said. “I think we are just 
better mentally. We all

Wildcats defeated by Wakefield and Arlington

WILMINGTON - The 
last time the Wilmington

SOUTH EASTON - 
Every year the 
Shawsheen Tech 
Wrestling team heads to 
the Massachusetts State 
Vocational Tournament as 
the team everybody else 
wants to knock off. But 
nearly every year, despite 
their best efforts, the rest 
of the vocational teams in 
the state are unable to 
knock the Rams from 
their perch as the top 
vocational team in the 
state. 

This past Saturday was 
no exception, as 20 teams

coach Donovan _ said. 
“Everyone hates us, and 
that’s a good thing in a 
way. Our guys all came to 
wrestle and they wrestled 
unbelievable. We wrestle

all season long and it pays 
off in a tournament like 
this.” 

The Rams had 12 of their 
14 wrestlers finish in the 
top five of their weight 
class, with three champi- 
ons and eight wrestlers 
advancing to the finals 
overall. Frank Foti led 
the way for the Rams, not 
only earning a first place 
finish at 126 pounds, but 
also being named 
Outstanding Lightweight 
Wrestler for the tourna- 
ment after going 4-0 on 
the day with three pins. 

Foti’s most impressive 
win of the day may have 
been the one match where 
he did not get a pin, as he 
pulled out a 3-1 overtime 
win over Aden Ranno of 
Greater Lawrence, pick- 
ing up the winning two 
points with six seconds 
left in the extra session.

After a pair of road loss- 
es to league powers 
Greater Lawrence and 
Chelsea last Tuesday and 
Friday, respectively, the 
Rams now know that 
there is still some work to 
be done in order to beat 
the elite teams in the 
league, but they also know 
there is plenty of time left 
in the regular season to 
improve before the post 
season begins. 

And they also know that 
they are still in a very 
good spot to secure a post 
season berth with a 7-4 
overall record despite the 
two losses. 

“It was a tough week and 
really two humbling losses 
that exposed a lot of our 
weaknesses,” Shawsheen 
coach Joe Gore said.
